next five years, 

Large Saving Effected. 

Following the reading of the lists, 
Superintendent Brittain stated that the 
cOmmission had effected a large saving 
in the prices of books, particularly in 
the primary books used by a majority 
of the children of the state. Also, for 
the first time during the life of the 
commission, high school books were 
listed. 

“The books are adopted for use in the 
schools receiving state aid,” declared 
Superintendent Brittain. “Of course 
all long-term schools have the privi- 
lege of .using thein if they desire. 

“The supplementary books listed are 
not required to be used in schools 
merely using state aid, but are adopted 
Simply to give the citv and town schools 
and those in the country which have 
long terms the benefit of supplementa- 
ry books at the reduced cost which is 
possible only through state adoption.”

He 
said tonight he had sent word for Gen- 
eral Tomas Urbina to bring 3,000 men 
north from Torreon district, and that 
(jeneral Manuel Choa is now in the 
vicinity of Chihuahua with 2,000 rebel 
troops. Villa will take 7,000 soldiers 
from Juarez, leaving a garrison of 
about 100 men to protect the city. 
Spanish residents of Juarez appealed 

American Consul Thomas B. Ed- 
wards, of that city, to take charge of 
their possessions in the city, as Gen- 
eral Villa has threatened to confiscate 
their stores and other property. Con- 
sul Edwards accepted the custody of 
the property. There are about 
Spaniards in Juarez. They have 
aroused Villa’s displeasure by refusing 
to accept rebel fiat money 
their stores.

“I recently made a visit to the Unit- 
ed States,” Lord Haldane said, “and. 
,came back not only with a vivid ree- 
ollection of the cordial welcome I re- 
ceived, but with a deep sense of the’ 
high ideals the Britush and American 
nations held in common—the high ideals 
of citizenship of the two countries.” 

President Wilson Lauded. 

Referring to President Wilson, 
Said: 

“Before he became president Mr. 
Weodrow Wilson was a thinking man 
and a moralist. In studying his ca- 
reer, I cannot fail to be impressed by 
his detached character and find that 
he has not ceased to be a thinker and 
a moralist because he has become the 
holder ef a-great office. We see in 
him the aspirations and ideals of his 
nation expressed to the world. It is 
not only his expressed declaration that. 
the policy of the United States is not 
one of conquest or annexation, but the | 
world looks to the United States with t 
its-enormous position and possessions 
to carry on its traditions without add- 
ing to its possessions. 

“That is our course also. Nor is it 
the case that when the United® States 
intervenes in any matter it is done for 
its own advantage. It was not the 
case with Cuba, to whom the UWhited 
States restored independence. England 
itself has done the same thing in South 
Africa, where we gave back liberty to 
those with whom we fought.” 

The Monroe Doctrine. 

Speaking of the Monroe doctrine he 
said that the United States considered 
herself responsible for the liberties of 
the smaller nations of the western 
hemisphere. 
in the mind of the president 
time—that the responsibility] éd 
with the United States to secur@ eee 
government and fair treatment for 
those countries. 

He interpreted President Wilson's 
policy to mean that the United States 
was ready to accept the responsibility 
of insuring good terms herself in those 
countries and to those who went there 
and that the United States should set 
up high ideals of policy, of justice and 
of righteousness. 

“I am not sure that anyone should 
speculate upon the interpretation of 
that policy,” continued the high chan- 
cellor, “but I have thought myself at 
liberty to say what I have. It is 
true, indeed, that a high spirit and a 
high aim have been brought into the 
policy of the United States in its dealing 
with adjacent countries and it is be- 
cause the president has taken the atti- 
tude he has—a step which none can 
but admire, whatever its consequences 
may be—that I propose good health to 
Mr. Woodrow Wilson, the president; 
and Mr. Woodrow Wilson, the man.”

The World’s Mysteries 


WHAT DID NELSON SIGN AT TRAFALGAR? 


There has been a great amount of con- 
troversy as to what admiral Lord Nelson, the 
famous English hero of the Battle of Trafal- 
gar, signaled his fleet at the beginning of 
that unusual engagement. It is generally 
given that this signal read “England expects 
that every man will do his duty;” but there 
have been a number of deviations brought 
out through various sources. 

For nearly fifty years the English school 
children were taught that the signal read, 
“England expects every man to do his duty,” 
and the “to” was not changed to “will” In 
the school books until the Nelson column was 
erected in Trafalgar Square, with “will” in- 
stead of “to,” 


Then investigations added the word “that” 
to the sentence,* “England expeets that,” 
etc., the first three figures being 253, 269 
and 863, which represent the three words 
given and this form was used in the song 
celebrating the victory: 


“From line to the signal ran 
England expects that every man 
This day will do his duty.” 


The following version of .what is proba- 
bly the most renowned of war signals may 
be worth introducing here, as it differs 
Slightly frem the usual reading, and as it 
comes direct from the scene of battle and 
from an officer engaged in the conflict. It 
is taken from a column of The London 
Times of December 26, 1805: 

Extract of a letter from on board his 
majesty’s ship Prince, at sea, October 26, 
1805: “On Monday morning, at daylight, saw 
our intended prizes, thirty-seven sail of the 
line, to leeward,

an occasion Nelson would not have drawn 
a distinction between an officer and a man. 

All the words in this famous dispatch 
had a code number, with the exception of)

Rev. H. H. Proctor 
giving address at the First Congregza- 
tional church, colored, yesterday morn- 
ing on “New Grpunds for Thanksgiv- 
ing,’ treating frem five national view- 
points. Touching upon cne local school 
situation he said: 

“This morning's Constitution brings 
the good news that the special com- 
mittee on the public schocls of Atlanta 
urges, a $2,000,000 bond issue for the 
improvement of the school system. Of 
this amount $5909.000 is to go for the 
erection of five new schools for ne- 
groes. This is gcod. and furnishes us 
anew ground tor thanksgiving. 

“But I eannot agree with the com- 
mittee in its recommendation that the 
seventh and eighth grades be elimi- 
nated and the time given to industrial 
training. I believe that there should 
be industrial training in the colored 
public schools just as there is for the 
whites. But I do not believe that it

It May Have Religious Liberty, 
But Must: Not Interfere 
in State Affairs. 


Rome, November 27.—Tweo socialists 
and a republican took the oath in the 
presence of the king, a form unprece- 
dented in the Italian parliament, where 
and republicans hitherto 
have stayed away from the opening. 

The king's speech from the throne | 
was greeted for the first time by 
representatives of all classes of the 
nation, made possible by the introduc- 
tion in Italy of universal suffrage. 

His majesty recapitulated the events 
of the conquest of Libya by the Italian 
army and navy, which he praised. He 
said the conquest had given Italy a 
civilizing mission which it would ac- 


'complish with respect for the religion,

natives. It would also open a field for 
Italian emigration in. the. neighbor- 
hood of the mother country. 

The king announced that 
forms were to be introduced 
and alluded to the intention 
government to give Italian 
their rightful place. 

Concerning the church his majesty 
said the most ample religious liberty 
would be given to if. but that it would 
be prevented froin interfering in state 
affairs, as the government regarded 
itself as the only representative of 
jialian subjects and could not admit 
anv limitation its sovereignty. 

Speaking of the Balkans, the king 
said the accord between Italy and the 
other EHuropean powers had prevented 
graver conflicts arising than those 
which had occurred. ltaly, he said, 
desired the Balkans to enjoy peacé and 
prosperity and experience had demon- 
strated that the groups of powers 
forming the triple alliance and triple 
entente had created an equilibrium of 
forces Which was the best guarantee 
of peace. 

His majesty urged the strengthening 
of the army and the navy and the 
placing of lttalian finances on a more 
solid footing and appealed to the 
wealthier classes to show their patri-
